FRENCH HURL BACK 


MASSED TROOPS 


Kaiser's Troops Unable to 


Hold Trenches 


LOSSES ARE VERY HEAVY 


Artillery and Machine Gun 


Fire and French Bayonets 
Take Heavy Toll From 
GennanAssaulting Forces 
—Extended French Line 
Again Attacked at Several 
Places.

Paris, April 10, 10:45 a. 
m.— 


Abandoning the new open formation 
and the lately established practice of 
night attack, the Germans yesterday 
engaged two army corps in 
dense 
masses against the French positions 
northwest of Verdun between Avo- 
court and Cumieres. 
Forces numb- 


ering at least a division and a half 
charged the line between 
Avocourt 


and Bethincourt. 
They approached 


within 100 yards 
of 
the 
French 


trenches and seemed insensible 
to 


the fact that hundreds of their men 
were falling by the way, but not- 
withstanding their courage and the 
weight of their masses they 
were 


stopped. 


When the attacking columns were 


thinned out by artillery and machine 
gun fire so 'that a reformation be- 
came necessary the order to retire 
was given. 
Twice were they obliged 


to fill up the gaps in their ranks 
but none of their three 
onslaughts 


shook the French line. 


Two fresh divisions attacked Dead 


Man's Hill while the assault was in 
progress on the 
Bethincourt 
line, 


other forces at the same time try- 
ing to slip through the ravine near 
Cumiefes. To aid the maneuvers an 
attack was simultaneously made on 
the east bank of the Meuse in the 
region of Camp •Neuville-Vacherau- 
ville. 
The few hundred men 
who 


had succeeded in 
penetrating 
the 


ravine were left on the field after 
the action proved unsuccessful. 


A third attack at the same time 


was delivered on a position strong- 
ly organized by the French, north- 
east of Avocourt, the object seeming- 
ly being to drive in the French line 
far enough to turn Hill 304 which 
lies 800 yards south and constitutes 
what is characterized as the Gilbral- 
tar in the French line in that dis- 
trict. 
This attack met with more success 


than the others but after the Ger- 
mans had succeeded in 
getting 
a 


footing at some points in the 
first 


trenches, the French counter-attack- 
ed and the net result for the Ger- 
mans was an increase in their losses 
from the French bayonets.

stated at the close of the day 
the 


French held exactly the same posi- 
tion as at the beginning of the at- 
tack. 


The Germans continued their at- 


tacks last night in the Verdun region 
east and west of the Meuse over a 
front 13 miles long from Hill 
No. 


304 to Fort Douaumont.

neen says that in the fighting west

"The latest dispatch, from General

The 


dispatch'again confirms the early re- 
port of Villa being severely wound- 
ed in the right knee. General Persh- 
ing reports that he has had a very 
satisfactory 'Conference with-General 
Herrera and expects today to meet 
General Gutierrez, to whom he sent 
.messages by aeroplane to Chihuahua 
and received back 
replies 
offering 


full co-operation. General Pershing's 
comment is that every indication 
shows the desire of the troops of the 
de facto government to aid to the ex- 
tent of their ability. 


"General Peshing further reports 


that one aeroplane was 
badly dis- 


abled in landing April 6, leaving only 
five out of the original eight now in 
serviceable condition, but it is evi- 
dent that the aeroplanes in use are 
performing valuable is not indispen- 
sible service and that great reliance 
is placed upon them."

ASSESSORS 


OF COUNTY 


ON STRIKE 


Forty-five lately elected county as- 
sessors are on a strike. That is the 
condition of affairs that Is confront- 
ing Auditor J. W. Hursey this after- 
noon. 


When the assessors reported for 


instructions and supplies this morn- 
ing they were invited to the room 
Used by the court of appeals where a 
school of instruction was held and 
the assessors were given an outline 
of their duties as laid down by the 
state tax commission. 


Then the climax came when Audi- 


tor Hursey stated that the sum of $3 
per clay had been agreed 
upon 
as 


their compensation. Nearly everyone 
present declared themselves as think- 
ing that the amount was not justi- 
fiable for the duties performed. The 
compensation is fixed by the county 
commissioners and the state law pro- 
vides that it may be from $3 to ?6 
per day. Last year it was $4 per day. 


Before adjournment the assessors 


agreed not to go to work at the price 
offered them. 
The 
commissioners 


were out at the infirmary and Audi- 
tor Hursey promised to have them in 
for a conference at once and a meet- 
ing was arranged for 2 o'clock this 
afternoon when it is believed that an 
amicable arrangement can be made 
so that the assessors can begin their 
duties. 


A part of the instructions given 


out by Auditor Hursey were as fol- 
lows: 


Late this afternoon the 
commis- 


sioners agreed to 
compromise 
by 


paying 13.50, announcing that if this 
was rejected, new assessors would be 
appointed. 


Listing day—All property except 


that of banks and public utilities is 
to be listed as of the day preceding 
the second Monday of April. 


Listing by administrator, 
guard- 


ian 
f>te.—Property in possession or 


control of a person, as parent, guard- 
ian, trustee, executor, administrator, 
receiver, accounting officer, 
factor 


or agent, must be listed separately 
in the name of such parent, guard- 
ian, etc.. in each instance giving the 
name of the estate or person 
for 


whom he is acting. 


Property of wife—The property of 


a wife is separate and apart from 
that of her husband and should be 
so listed. 


Oath—Each person listing proper- 


ty is required to take and subscribe 
an oath that the statement which he 
makes is true. 
The assessor is re- 


quired to actually 
administer 
the 


oath in every 
case, 
and 
persons 


claiming to have no property in ex- 
cess of $100 are required to 
take 


and subscribe an oath to that effect. 


Refusal to list or swear—Where 


persons refuse to list, or listing, re- 
fuse to be sworn, the assessor must 
return the propertv ''imself at 
its 


true value and indicate on the re- 
turn the refusal li&t or the refusal to 
be sworn. 
The county auditor 
is 


then required to add ."0 per cent to 
the value so returned by the asses- 
sor. 


New buildings and improvements. 


—Any new building or structure con- 
structed or begun since listing dav 
last year, and all such buildings or 
structures which were in process of 
construction last year and were not 
assessed at their full value in money 
must be 'reported to the assessor.

'OT since the famous trial that 


sent 
the expression "brain 


storm" spinning down through 
the years, has the testimony 


of an alienist so greatly stirred all ex- 
cited world as did the phrase 'Tee- 
pressed Psychosis," with which Dr. 
"Foster summed up the temporary in- 
sanity of Mary Pa^re. 


It spread through the court and the

Advocate that one of the 
greatest 


j enemies of the little native birds is 
' the handsome blue-jay, who's attrac- 
tive plumage ought to make him a 
special favorite. 
Recently The Ad- 


vocate's informant witnessed a bird 
tragedy, in which a blue-jay caught 
and killed a little downy woodpeck- 
er, whom should 
be 
named 
the 


'bark hunter" on account 
of 
his 


faithful and 
untiring 
activity 
in 


searching the bark 
of 
trees 
and 


shrubs for the larva of insects, 
by 


which many valuable and 
favorite 


trees and shrubs are saved from de- 
struction. 
The downy 
woodpecker 


was feeding upon some suet that had 
been olaced on a tree for his susten- 
ance, when a vicious blue-jay swoop- 
ed down upon him fiercely 
caught 


him by the throat and quickly killed 
him. 


If the blue-jay, swift and graceful 


flyer as he is, was a much 
of 
an 


enemy of the Johnny Bull sparrow 
as the cardinal grossbeak is he could ' 
make himself so useful as to be a 
great favorite with bird lovers. He, 
could, in fact, pursue the Sparrows [ 
with sufficient force to drive them. 
out of the community. 
| 


But strange as it may seem the 


blue-jay so far as observation goes, 
confines his enmity to the little na- 
tive birds that people are endeavor- 
ing to protect and increase in num- 
bers. 


The blue-jay who is classed in the 


hawk family, pursues little 
native 


birds, searches out their nests 
and 


destroys their eggs and young. The 
blue-jay is protected by the Jaw, but 
this is one of the law's inconsistenc- 
ies.
